H en ry G eorge's P a rty . 
N ew Y o rk , September 27th.—It is a puz­ 
zle to regular politicians where H enry 
George and party are going to meet eiec- 
tioneeiing expenses, which in this city are 
always a hpavy item, but they will proba- 
biy soon discover that the new party lias 
resources of revenue not accessible to old 
political machines. 
Private and confi­ 
dential circulars have been, or will be the 
coming week, sent to the K nights of Labor 
throughout the country appealing to them 
for assistance, stating that George repre­ 
sents the cause of labor in the broadest 
sense, and to have him elected Mayor of a 
great commercial emporium would be a 
victory which would add immensely to the 
prestige of workingmen everywhere, and 
might even pave a way to their naming 
the next President of the United States. 
The address from theCiti/.ens' Committee 
of One H undred says that financial bur­ 
dens and public disgrace consequent upon 
the misrule of this city have reached a 
point at which some radical remedy must 
be energetically applied, or worse and irre­ 
parable disaster m ust follow. There never 
was a comm unity so heavily burdened for 
governmental purposes according to its 
population as this city, nor one whose de­ 
velopment is more seriously retarded by 
the neglect and infidelity of its officials 
than this. 
New York holds sad and un­ 
rivaled eminence before the world for the 
magnitude of tlie plunder, perversion of its 
public funds, and for official rascality and 
incompetence. 
Appended to this address 
are the names of some of the most wealthy 
anil intlucntial citizens of New York, repre­ 
senting ail shades of politics.

or, it would m ake a running stream as 
large as some of our rivers. He says the 
consumption of intoxicants in Germany 
per head is four times more than in the 
U nited States, yet there are thousands of 
hopeless drunkards in the United States 
to ten in Germany. The difference arises 
largely, he says (if not entirely), from the 
m anner of drinking in vogue in the two 
countries. “ This science of drinking,” he 
writes, “ consists simply in tardiness of 
drinking. All drinks are taken sip by,- sip, 
a half or three-quarters of an hour being 
consumed for a glass of beer. This is so 
simple that one is liable to ridicule for lav­ 
ing stress upon it, ami yet on tliis one 
point hinges, in m y opinion, a question of 
vast importance to Americans. 
By the 
German m anner of drinking the blood is 
aroused to greater activity in so gradual a 
m anner that there is no violent derange­ 
m ent of anim al economy. 
By slow drink­ 
ing the German accomplishes the object of 
drinking, and gives his anim al economy a 
chance to say, ‘ Held, enough!’ 
which 
only slow drinking wilt do.” 
Mr. Tanner 
says that since his arrival in Germany he 
has his “ first glass of water to see drunk.”

Early in February, 1874, the Com­ 
mittee on Education reported it back for 
passage, with some minor details amended. 
Mr. Bartlett at once antagonized the bill. 
On Ills motion the consideration of it was 
put off until the 19th. On that day it was 
considered, amended, and Mr. Bartlett 
moved to again postpone it a week, but he 
was defeated by a vote of noes 18, ayes 16. 
The question was then upon the engross­ 
ment of the bill, which was to test its 
strength in the Senate.

Bartletl voting no. 
In fighting the bill Mr. Bartlett said : 
He had'considerable suspicion of the bill. It 
did great injustice to large cities. San Francisco 
woaTd have to pay a very large share of the ex- 
tienses of the schools of the State. Out of 91,­ 
279,080 (according to his estimates) to be raised 
under the hill, San Francisco would have to 
pay *575,587, and would get back but $298,655. 
Alameda would lose the same way $24.718, 
Fresno $t,733, Kcm $1,390, Marin 56.057, and so 
on. lie claimed the bill was for the benefit of 
outside counties, at the expense of San Fran­ 
cisco and a few others.

jIB BARTLETT’S RECORD AS AN OP­ 
PONENT OF THE SCHOOL 8YSTEJÍ. 


Readers of the R e c o rd - U n io n have 
been familiarized with the debate concern 
ing the State tax for maintenance of the 
common schools. 
Certain ioumals of San 
Francisco have for years opposed, and still 
la-.e no opportunity to assail the system 
.hat treats all the schools of the State as 
of a common system and entitled to equal 
,upjK>rt proportioned to the number of 
census children in the several districts. 
The R e c o rd - U n io n has uniformly re 
plied to such journals, and stood for the 
law. 
Under this wise system there is insured 
.0 every child in the State at least six 
months “ schooling” in each year. Under 
this progressive system a few thickly set­ 
tled communities pay to the State school 
fund more school money than is appor­ 
tioned to them from the fund, while thinly 
settled and remote districts receive more 
from the fund, as they should, than they 
pay in. And this is a right system. 
It 
proceeds upon the fact that our county and 
district divisions are for convenience in 
operating State machinery only ; that the 
interest of the State is in the education of 
<'•! the children of the State. 
But the op­ 
ponents contend that a school district 
should draw no more from the State than 
it pays in, that is, every school district 
hould " paddle its own canoe.” Obvi­ 
ously this would deprive-the children of 
many districts of all common school privi­ 
leges, for the outlying districts are too 
thinly peopled and too little developed to 
support local schools by local tax, aud 
even many others more favored could not 
maintain schools longer than from two to 
four months in the year. 
. 
Mr. Washington Bartlett, the nominee 
of the Democracy for Governor is one of 
the opponents we refer to. 
In his trench­ 
ant address Saturday night, in this city, 
Colonel Raymond referred to this fact, 
and declared that Mr. Bartlett, when in 
the Legislature, had resisted and voted 
against the bill establishing the present 
system. 
It was a point well made. 
Let 
us go a little further and see what are the 
exact facts. 
In 1873 Mr. Tuttle of Sonoma, in the 
State Senate, introduced a bill to amend 
the school law. 
It provided for an ad 
valorem State tax sufficient to raise seven 
dollars per capita for all the school census 
children in the State, and in addition an 
•ad valorem tax in each of the counties of 
S3 per capita for the education of all the 
children in the State between the ages of 
f> and 17 years. 
In addition to this State 
allowance there was added the poll tax 
and the interest on bonds held in trust by 
■ he State for the lamefit of the school 
funds, and the interest due for school lands 
:V.d by the State. Thus in 1884 the State 
apportionment per census child was $8 50, 
while in 18S3 it was $8 74 and in 1882 
$8 73. The county apportionment in 1882 
was 53 25; in 1883,53 31, and in 1884 
83 25. So that between $11 and $12 are 
assured each year for the common school 
education of the children of the State 
wherever there is a school district con­ 
taining tut rrnnts children, and these ten, 
though in the altitudes of Modoc, or the 
remote hills of Inyo, have like privileges, 
o far as the shate is concerned, with-the 
children in San Francisco or Sacramento. 
And who will at this day, except Mr. 
Bartlett and a few of the San Francisco 
press, venture to say they should not? 
This system is one of the strong reasons 
advanced to induce immigration to the 
new sections and the development and 
populating of the immense area of the 
State. 
That it is wise, right and ought to 
be maintained is unquestioned throughout 
till the interior, and by all practical edu­ 
cators. 
But Mr. Washington Bartlett is of 
San Francisco, where the niggardly senti­ 
ment largely prevails that the school fund 
system ought to be abandoned, and that 
•San Francisco and Sacramento and Ala­ 
meda anJ Los Angeles and other well-to- 
do counties, should not contribute more 
to the school fund than they draw hack, 
thou, h n it ore of the opponents of the 
system has ever objected to receiving 
their full measure of the school funds flow- 
sng fr in sale of lands of the interior by 
the State for school purposes. 
It was perhaps to have been expected, 
that 
Mi-. 
Bartlett, 
moving 
in 
the 
San Francisco groove, would oppose the 
school svstem as he did, for he is a man of 
circumstance not of self-effort; since his 
vote against the schools he has never an­ 
nounced a change of heart, and we must 
-\s9ume is still opposed to the method. He 
has annually witnessed the assault of San 
Francisct upon the system, and the charge 
of some o ' its leading journals endeavoring 
to break it down, without a word of pro­ 
test, and will, if elected Governor, be the 
first Chief Magistrate opposed to the com­ 
mon schools. 
Mr. Tuttle’s bill, the record shows, was

Mr. Tuttle defended his bill at great 
length, saying among other things : 
The State should assume control of the edu­ 
cation of its youth. Wealth is unequally dis­ 
tributed. The mass of the people have nothing 
with which to pay for the education of their 
children, but this very class furnishes the best 
material to be educated, and from this class— 
the laboring people—the school-houses are filled 
and graduates to the world of Industry’ sent 
forth. From this class spring many of our most 
successful business men. Inequality in the dis­ 
tribution of wealth and the large area of the 
■State and its sparseness of population prevent 
educational results attainable in fortunately- 
situated localities. The State had established a 
system of common schools. It should direct the 
course of educational matters. The welfare of 
the State depends on the intelligence of its 
citizens. It is therefore the duty of the State to 
provide the means with which to educate all its 
children. I'p to that time the State had given 
but S:i per capita per annum to this end. u nder 
such a system the counties had to come to the 
rescue or there wonld not have been six weeks 
of school in the State iu the past year. In some 
counties the school tax was as high as 35 cents, 
iu others but 10 cents : in some sehools were 
open ten months, in others but two. Such in­ 
equality could work nothing but Injury. It was 
not then a general or a common school system, 
but a IochI one. He demanded that the State 
secure to every school district six or eight 
mouths of school per year: but. whatever it is. 
let it be uniform. Massachusetts raised 519 63 
per capita for sehools, and the funds are dis­ 
tributed im partially by districts. Opposition to 
the system tomes from large aud wealthy dis­ 
tricts like San Francisco, whose wealth to a 
large extent is drawn from the remote nnd 
interior counties. All the State taxes are dis­ 
bursed in five counties adjacent and near to the 
Hay of can Francisco. It is but justice that the 
children in the poor and sparsely settled dis­ 
tricts should have sufficient to give them the 
benefit ot a common school education. San 
Francisco took her share of the 16th and 36th 
sections of land donated by the United States 
for school purposes. The intention was that 
their proceeds should go the school districts,but 
this State puts it all into a general fund. It the 
money had gone to thedistnctslarge territorially, 
as intended, the sparsely settled districts would 
never have been compelled to ask for appropria­ 
tion of money from the State School Fund for 
support of their schools. 
But Mr. Bartlett voted to kill the bill. 
Nevertheless it passed, and to-day no 
legislator wonld have the temerity to pro­ 
pose to repeal it unless it should happen 
that Mr. Bartlett should be elected and 
give courage to some representative from 
a wealthy county, by recommending in his 
messages the abrogation of the school rev­ 
enue system and the return to the anti­ 
quated local support method. Are the 
people prepared to take the chances of 
such a result by advancing Mr. Bartlett? 
Certainly the people of the interior are not- 
Very different was the action of Mr. 
Swift in the same Legislature in the As­ 
sembly. There the bill Bartlett fought so 
bitterly passed by ayes 72 and noes 2, and 
Mr. Swift voted aye. 
Which of these two 
in the hour of trial proved true to the free 
schools of the State ?

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


I h e C o lville L e c tu re . 
W. J. Colville, the inspirational speaker, 
had n large audience at Pioneer Hall last 
evening. J. M. Avery presided. 
Mrs. 
Wilbur Smith sang in excellent voice and 
with much feeling “ Departed Days” and 
“ P.ocked in the Cradle of the Deep,” Mrs. 
Abbie Genung accompanying. 
For a 
quarter of an hour before rising to speak 
Mr. Colville improvised at the piano, play­ 
ing with what might be termed the 
abandon of feeling. The subject of the 
lecture was " The Origin and Destiny of 
Man.' He spoke rapidly, tinently and 
with * eloquence of earnestness for over an 
hour, holding his audience in the perfect 
quiet of profound attention. In no limited 
space ' an an adequate idea of the lecture 
be presented. We can only present a few 
leading points without accompanying pro­ 
cesses of reasoning. 
He believed the 
biblical doctrine of creation and the theory 
of evolution to be the two extremes be­ 
tween which truth is found. But these 
extremes are not. properly viewed, antag­ 
onistic. The first attributing everything to 
a first great cause accounts for evolution by 
involution; the other is lost when it comes 
to the atom of beginning, unable to ac­ 
count for if; creation. Creation was Divine 
power working but a scheme up to man, to 
whom there is no successor.’ That end 
attained, the “ Sons of God sung for joy.” 
Divine power, operating for good and con- 
tinuousily, it is abhorrent that with life man 
shall end. The work of evolution must 
therefore go on when man leaves 
this stage to progress infinitely toward 
a 
far distant 
goal. 
The lower 
animals stand still, reproducing their 
species but never progressing, but with 
man the power of progression is illimitable. 
The two Biblical accounts of creation are 
not contradictory necessarily ; one is partly 
allegorical, the other partly historical. 
The Godhead is plural, and we can as well 
say our mother in heaven as “ Our Father,” 
and for this it reads, “ I.et us make man in 
our image.” Theodore Parker’s sublime 
prayer recognizes this plural character. It 
was not man, but mankind that was 
evolved by Divine will. The making of 
woman from the side of man referred to 
the spirituality and refinement to which 
man was lifted up. The serpent was the 
development of the carnal nature, the sen­ 
sual side, by which, the Eye of affection 
and the Adam of intellect were debased, 
and misery brought into the world. The 
end of creation was but the close of a cycle 
of creation. God did not “ rest," for that 
implies that God could be fatigued. The 
later days are not the end of the world, 
but the close of a cycle of progression. 
We stand now on the threshold of a new 
cycle, when all mysticism will be cleared 
away, the veil rent, and the inner truth be 
revealed, and we shall know why the 
Bibles have been preserved and were so 
holilv regarded by all peoples. As to man's 
destiny, it is progressive. From the spirit­ 
ual he came, a seed knowing not experi­ 
ence. There is no infinite reward, no in­ 
finite punishment. For misspent lives 
there is punishment, as the need is. The 
spirits of the ill-doers are about us gaining 
progressive power and right by endeavors 
to restrain and better us. There is no evil 
spirit urging us to do wrong, but hosts of 
repentaut spirits drawing us back from 
ill. Darwin was no materialist, no 
atheist. Over his ashes in Westmins­ 
ter, religion said: “ It is not known 
that evolution is inconsistent with revela­ 
tion.’ The agnostics come to this: “We do 
not know”—tha[is all. We are conscious 
beings, therefore the product of conscious­ 
ness greater than ours. Death is the pas­ 
sage to another evolutionary stage. Insur­ 
rection is not a marshalling of corpses, but 
thjgpMrug up of man out of materialism. It 
is not true that there is no punishment 
after death, but there is a vast difference 
between 110 punishment and eternal pun­ 
ishment. 
We are to value ourselves only 
for the good we can do others. So we are 
always sowing, always reaping. 
At the conclusion, the audience selecting 
the subject “ Happiness,” Mr. Colville im­ 
provised a poem for some ten minutes, em­ 
bracing the doctrine that all happiness con­ 
sists in the consciousness of good deeds 
done. 
The speaker gives a metaphysical lect­ 
ure at 2:45 to-day, and to-niirht will speak 
at 7:10 on a subject to be chosen by the 
audience. He leaves for the East to-mor­ 
row.

THE DEW0CRACT. 
Preparing for tbe C o n v e n tio n —T h e Dele­ 
gates Elected. 
The committee of eight appointed by the 
sub-committee of the Democratic State 
Central Committee as a compromise meas­ 
ure, to quiet the disagreement between the 
Little Six and Big Ten factions, held an­ 
other meeting last evening at tjie office of 
tbe Secretary, Add. C. Hinkson. There 
were present Messrs. Stephens, Carey, 
Hinkson. O'Niel and Sullivan, and the 
other three members were represented by 
proxy. A list of the delegates elected, so 
far as returns had been received, was made 
out. It was reported that the special elec­ 
tion called for yesterday afternoon, at 
Couch's, to settle the tie between Daniel 
Foiey and E. L. Coons, had been unneces­ 
sary because of a compromise, one of these 
gentlemen withdrawing, but which one the 
committee had been unable to ascertain. 
The special election yesterday in the third 
precinct of the First Supervisor District to 
decide the tie between J. A. Martin and G. 
Depuy, resulted in the former receiving all 
the votes cast—forty-four—there being no 
contest. 
. 
The main business of the evening was 
relative to the contest in the fourth pre­ 
cinct of the Second Supervisor District. A 
protest from D. E. Alexander, inspector at 
that precinct, against the returns of the 
judges being accepted—on the ground that 
they had relused to count 26 legal ballots; 
also that the said judges were prejudiced in 
their action because of their being candi­ 
dates on one of the tickets, and if the 26 
ballots had been counted they would have 
been defeated, and for other reasons 
enumerated—was read. 
General Carey held, as did some of the 
others, that the Committee of Eight had no 
authority to go behind the returns. A 
Board of Supervisors would not have such 
authority in case of contest for an office, 
but the "ballot-counting and other work of 
that character must be done in Court. He 
held that in this instance the committee 
were in the place of the Supervisors, and 
the County Convention stood for the Court. 
He moved that the committee take no 
action relative to the contest in the fourth 
precinct other than to send the tally list 
and returns, ballots, register, etc., together 
With Mr. Alexanders protest, to the Con­ 
vention, certifying to that body that they 
were just as received from the officers of 
election. 
Mr. O’Neil moved as an amendment lliat 
the protest be accepted and the 26 ballots 
counted for those in whose favor they were 
cast. After discussion, the amendment 
was voted upon and lost, by a vote of 4 to 4. 
The main’ question, Mr. Carey's motion, 
was then discussed. 
The Big Ten dele­ 
gates fought shy of certifying to anything. 
They wanted all papers, ballots, etc., 
locked up in the ballot-box and sent to the 
Convention, guaranteeing that the matter 
would be brought up there and have as 
much attention paid to it as any one could 
desire. Mr. Carey’s motion was lost on a 
tie vote. 
Then followed a loDg wrangle. Proposi­ 
tions were made and rejected. At one time 
it seemed probable that the proposed certifi­ 
cate would be agreed to, and General Carey 
wrote one out, but the words “Returning 
Board” aroused Mr. Sullivan’s antagonism 
again, he claiming that a certificate from 
the committee, as such Board, would have 
an influence in favor of the returns made 
by the majority of the officers of election 
of the precinct. 
. 
Tbe Six representatives then agreed that, 
to avoid any influencing, there should be 
indorsed 011 the certificate a recommenda­ 
tion that neither delegation from the con­ 
tested precinct should have any voice in 
the organization of the Convention. This 
was not agreed to. and Mr. Stephens, re­ 
marking that he had not occupied any of 
the time previously during the evening, 
expressed the belief that the “ Big Ten” 
committeemen could not explain what 
they did want, and it looked very much as 
if they did not want their delegates from 
the fourtli precinct admitted to the Con­ 
vention. He said that anyone could see 
by the drift of the remarks of the “ Little 
Six” members of the committee present 
that they were favoring the contestants. If 
the latter were admitted to the Convention 
it would be through the “ Little Six,” for 
the “ Big Ten,” even if they had that del­ 
egation, and twice or triple its number 
added to their votes, could not carry the 
Convention against the majority the Six 
had.In the course of his remarks, Mr. Steph­ 
ens used the words "generosity,” “equity,” 
“ honesty,” etc., of the Six, as regarded 
their probable action in the Convention. 
Mr. O’Neil responded promptly that the Big 
Ten did not want any generosity from the 
Six; if their men could not get into the Con­ 
vention without that they did not want to go 
in. What they did want was justice, and 
they were bound to have it and neither lie 
nor Mr. Sullivan would havé any certificate 
in theirs after that, and the meeting ad­ 
journed until 11 a. m. to-day, while the 
" Six ” members were affixing their names 
to the document drawn by Mr. Carey. 
The Convention will meet a Turner Hall 
this afternoon at 1 o’clock. The county 
delegates will have a caucus at Pioneer 
Hal! at 10 a. m. The following is a list of 
the delegates elected, so far as heard from. 
Officers of election in the precincts not 
mentioned, or the delegates elected from 
their districts are requested to notify Secre­ 
tary Hinkson as early as posssible this 
evening of the names, so that roll-calls can 
be printed before the Convention meets.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirdi of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Teu and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property iu the State, except 
railroads, not exempt uuder the laws of the 
United States, shall he taxed in proportion to its 
vaiue, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and ail 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; prorulcd, 
tiiat growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the Culled States, this State, or say county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
he exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall he deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of tlie realty; aud, 
provid'd /uri/icr, that railroads shall he taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article; and. 


and Tessels owned and resistí 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, m lieu of au ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpaver in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
uuder oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exe pt railroad property, 
¡r defined In Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian on the 
tiist Monday iu March. 
Sec. 10. AU property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which It is situated, iu the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer au annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, camed 
within this State, of such railroad, for tbe year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, aud upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon snch prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed.

nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
First- The gro'S earnings which, during the 
year lart preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—The gross eamings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this Slate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such cunnngs 
between this State and other Stales or Territo­ 
ries in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such eamings, bears to-he 
whole number of miles thereof, bv the use of 
which such earnings have been made. Tho pro­ 
portion of interstate eamings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the eamings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to he the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earaiDgs to be added 
to the eamings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sysiem shall he 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thirls thereof shall be paid to 
the countyor counties in which said railroad Is 
situated, in proportion to the length °f 1¿1C ™“' 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city anil 
county shall be treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration. assoeiat ion. partnership, person or per­ 
sona unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come doe. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right tooperate 
their railroads within this State.

Sunday m orning at an early hour the 
excursionista on the train that went to the 
Upper Soda Springs Saturday were up, and 
the narrow 
canyon 
reverberated with 
shouts, peals of laughter, singing, and the 
crack of resounding firearms. 
The two 
trains formed a line of m iniature hotels for 
over h alf a mile on the right bank of the 
Little Sacramento, which at this point is 
some fifty feet in width, swift, deep, the 
water clear, sparkling and pure. M any a 
little fire was built over which a coffee-pot 
was suspended, and coal oil stoves did ex­ 
cellent service on car platforms. 
The passengers soon found their way to 
the soda springs across the river, and 
barrels of it was carried over to the train 
for the benefit of the light-headed gentle­ 
men and tim id ladies who did not care to 
try the foot-log crossing. 
Many of the excursionists who are in the 
habit of indulging in spirituous and m ait 
liquors found to tbeir utter dismay that the 
hotel wti9 run on strictly temperance prin­ 
ciples. A Sacramentan stepped up to the 
prpprietor Sunday m orning and said, “ I 
would like to have my bitters before break­ 
fast. ’’ 
He was informed that liquors ot all 
kind were prohibited. 
He, by the way, re­ 
marked that the soda water was a good sub­ 
stitute, and was an 
EXCELLENT ANTIDOTE FOE “ SNAKE BITE." 
The Sacramentan, as he swallowed an­ 
other goblet of the soda water, remarked : 
“ W eil, it may have all the medicinal prop­ 
erties von claim —it may cure snake bites, 
and all that—but for an every day, plain, 
ordinary drink, it is too thin. 
1 ii rather 
have a little bug juice in m ine.” 
The num ber of m ineral springs in the 
section is quite num erous. About a mile 
and a half above the hotel, on the east 
bank of the river, is a flowing soda spring, 
in which the water boils and bubbles, and 
tastes good. This spring was christened 
the Coleman spring, in honor of a weli- 
known Sacramento banker, who was the 
first of the party to discover it, and who 
made an analysts of its waters on the spot. 
Sulphur aud iron springs are also quite 
plentiful. W ithin seventy-five yards are 
tonr running springs, representing sulphur, 
iron, soda and water in its purity—all clear 
and cold. 
A large num ber of the party shortly 
after breakfast started out on a tour of in­ 
spection on foot, and went to the end of 
the track, which is two miles above the 
hotel. 
H ere workm eu were found en­ 
gaged in putting up 
A WROUGHT IKON BRIDGE 
Across the i iver. This is a spot of singular 
beauty, in fact the most interesting point 
that had been seen on the entire route. On 
the left bank, for a distance of upwards of 
a hundred yards, at an elevation of one 
hundred feet above the river, a sheet of 
water burs s forth from the mountain side, 
and leaps in ribbons of silver, and little 
cascades, through the beds of green fern, 
and over moss-covered rocks, to the river 
below. 
Above the point where the water 
emerges from the roeks, there is a m oun­ 
tain several hundred feet in height, densely 
covered with a growth of pine and fir. On 
its sum m it is a plateau of considerable ex­ 
tent, where is found 


tub camp o r the railroad builders, 
W ho num ber at this point 2,300. It was 
Sunday when we reached the camp, and it 
presented an active scene. 
It was wssh 
day and all hands were m aking their regular 
Sunday clean up. Divine services were held 
in a little shady grove not far distant from 
the camp, but (he eloquence of the preacher 
failed to secure more than fifteen or 
twenty to listen to his sermon on the return 
of the prodigal son. 
The company use a large num ber of 
horses, wagons and carts. This road is one 
of the most expensive ever constructed in 
the State, some of it costing more than 
$100,000 to the mile. Every portion of it 
has to be blasted. Black powder is used 
on the surface, in the banks and cuts, but 
in the tunnels the more powerful explosive, 
giant powder, is used. The Burleigh drills 
are used in the tunnel work, and they ac­ 
complish so much in a short space of time 
that tunnels of great length are not looked 
upon now as of yore, as almost insurm ount­ 
able btrriers. Oue tunnel on this route, 
beyond Sissons, is- to be upwards of 7,000 
feet in length, 3.000 of which has been al­ 
ready bored. The grade of this road from 
the Upper Soda Springs to Sissons, which 
is the base of M ount Shasta, is about 110 
feet to the mile. About two miles below 
the springs ¡3 a small settlement called 
Pusheriown. Here relay engines will be 
stati med to assist in palling or pushing the 
heavily-loaded 
trains 
over 
this 
part 
of 
the 
road. 
Thi3 
whole 
section 
is 
full 
of 
water, 
and 
necessitates 
the putting in of m any stone culverts, and 
ilie foundation of the track is laid with the 
greatest eare. 
The tim ber in 
the neighborhood of 
Sisson's consists of forest? ot pine, fir, cedar 
and spruce, differing little from the same 
growths a t sim ilar elevations in all parts of 
the Sierras, except that the trees are more 
openly disposed, 


IN IU EK LIKE GROVES, 
And have little of that bright yellow rnoes 
on their trunks which is characteristic ot 
the Sierra forests w ithin the line of deep 
winter snow. 
The sugar pines are the 
1 -rgestand best growths, but the firs aud 
yellow pines and cedar trees are also very 
tall, straight and handsome. The under­ 
brush consists of the wild rose, wild grape, 
the eeanothus. the ehestnut-Iike cliiucapin, 
a briaht-haved, fragrant laurel, locally 
known as tho epicc-bush, and the manza- 
r:i;a. 
H undreds of species of herbaceous 
pian's occur, and nearly all arc bloomers. 
Numbers of the balm of Gilead grow along 
the river banks. There seemed to be a total 
absence of that terror to picnickers—the 
poison-oak shrub. There is a remarkable 
richness in the ti ira of this section which 
L nearly lost to the visitor at this season of 
the year. The springs that feed all this 
vegetation are undoubtedly the outpouring 
of a subterranean stream which originates 
in the 
MELTING SNOWS AND ICE OF SHASTA, 
And drained through fissures and caverns 
of volcanicrock. One of the characteristics 
of M o n t Sha-ta is the disapptarance uf 
nu st of the torren Is that have birth near its 
sum m it through the broken rock and po­ 
rous voicenie debris of its slopes above the 
tim ber liue, and nothing is more probable 
than that tue lost stream s of the peak reap­ 
pear in the enormous springs of the valleys 
and foothills. 
Eor fifty miles along the Sacramento 
river, to the highest point our party reached, 
the water is fringed with rich masses of 
very large, round and scalloped leaves, 
slightly drooping from a center staik—big 
and shapely enough kir parasols. 
It is said 
that these growths—a species of saxifrage, 
along exposures of volcanic rock that form 
ledges in the water or rise iu cliffs above— 
characterize this stream to within fifteen 
miles of its souree. 
At the point where the 
men are now at work the ridges that 
hem in the river, on either side, are about 
2 000 feet in bight, their sum m its scarcely 
half a mile spart, their thickly-wooded 
flanks plunging down very abruptly, and 
their straight-drawn sum m its bristling with 
tall pines, through which and through 
their bt.zy or sm oky shades the sunlight 
breaks in radiant bars, filling the whole 
canyon with a mellow glory. 
THE UFFEB SODA SPRINGS. 
The proprietors of the UpperSoda Springs 
are Mr. and Miss McCloud, son and dangb- 
ter of the celebrated trapper, McCloud, after ¡ 
whom the McCloud river was named. The 
elder McCloud, long since deceased, came 
to this section in the year 1S40. was one of 
the pioneers of northern California. His 
children are very indignant to tiiink that j 
newspapers have in later years tried to rob 
the dead of the honor conferred in years 
acone by italling the m ain branch of the 
Pit the Cloud river. McCloud was a Scotch­ 
man, and many of his relatives spelled the 
name McLeod, but his 
tamily always 
spelled their name MeClond. 
JOAqriN MILLES's YOUTHFUL HOME. 
The Soda Springs where the excursión 
train stopped was the youthful home of 
Joaquin Miller, the poet of th^ Sierras. 
On the Sacramento, the Pit and the Mc­ 
Cloud, be made the stu ties for those wild, 
fresh landscapes which live in his poems. I 
Among these W ry ridges, and loftier peaks, j 
in the very shadow .-f Mount Shasta, he j 
found al! Id.-; b -t imagery, and conceived 
his ideal brown beauties. 
Here was in- 


for a while with the Shastas. Following in 
his footsteps through this region one dis­ 
covers the source of much of his best poe­ 
try. W hatever the irregularities of his 
career, it made him the first original poet 
of the western wilds. 
Old settlers have 
many stories to tell of him , some more 
Erosy than flattering ; but those who knew 
im best say that he was a dreamy, imagi­ 
native youth, who loved to muse idly by 
the river side, and on the m ountain top, 
and who, amid all the savagery and loose­ 
ness which he shared, had a soul in co n ­ 
stant sym pathy w ith the beautiful in na­ 
ture. 
At 0:30 p. M. Sunday the excursion started 
for home, all voting that they never before 
had so thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 
They had spent two days and nights in a 
more nearly virgin country than any in 
California. 
The return trip was made 
without accident. The Sacramento people 
arrived home at 5:45 Monday morning. 


BLACK LEPROSY OR LUPUS.

The Grass Valley Tidings of the 25th 
inst. say s: 11 At iigou to-day, the eastern 
heavens were dense with smoke, indicative 
of a huge fire somewhere in the tall tim ber 
above us. Even the odor of the fire can be 
scented herein Grass Valley. A party who 
came down from the ‘ upper country’ says 
that about eleven miles of timber land is 
now in flames in Sierra Valley, and that 
the smoke now visible in the heavens has 
blown from that tire.” 
The Nevada City Herald of the 
24th 
speaks of a wood lire in that vicinity as 
follows : 
“ One ot the most destructive 
forest tires that ever visited this part of the 
State is now raging on the ridge between 
Eureka and Moore's Flat. 
The whole 
country from Belief H ill to Moore’s Flat 
has been burnt over, and the destruction to 
tim ber is almost beyond calculation. On 
Wednesday, on account of the density of 
the smoke, and the heat of the flames, it 
was impossible to get the m ail through. 
Several attempts were made to carry it 
through to Moore’s Flat on horseback, but 
they were all unsuccessful. 
For several 
days a force of over 200 men have been 
fighting the fire, but all their efforts are not 
able to stay its progress. 
Unless heavy 
rains should come soon, there is no telling 
where it may stop.” 
A nother m ountain exchange says: 
“An 
extensive forest fire lias been raging in the 
W agon Valley region, between Shasta and 
Strawberry Valleys, south and west of the 
Black Butte.” 
The country surrounding Alturas is en­ 
veloped for miles in a smoky haze which 
settles with great heat and thickens in the 
evening. The stnoke is supposed to have 
had its origin in tires in the tim ber belts 
near the Oregon line.
